THE WAGE DIFFERENTIAL 


QNE subject caused much bickering at this year’s annual conference of 

the National Federation of Building Trades Operatives—the difference 
between skilled and unskilled wage rates. The trouble started when a delegate 
of the Transport and General Workers Union accused the building craft 
unions of going back on a promise made in 1955 not to allow the difference 
between skilled and unskilled rates to be further widened. His union, he 
said, had loyally supported the Federation, but they were being bludgeoned 
into a position where they might have to leave it and negotiate instead 
through the machinery of the civil engineering industry. 


The differential between craft and labouring rates may always be counted 
upon to enliven conference proceedings. What is the background? In times 
of inflation the differential tends to narrow. Since as far back as 1886 
there has been a steady lessening of the differences between the wage rates 
of skilled and unskilled men. The labourer’s rate, about 64 per cent. of 
the craftsman’s in 1886, was fixed at 75 per cent. in 1922, and in 1945 
it was raised to 80 per cent. Just before this year’s increase of 24d. for 
craftsmen and 14d. for labourers, it was 89 per cent. 


Is a narrow differential a good or a bad thing? There are arguments 
for as there are against. For a narrowing differential it can be argued that 
in times of rising living costs all workers should be treated alike since the 
basic necessities are as expensive for one as for the other. This was the 
principle followed throughout the war and it is recognised today in the 
building industry’s sliding-scale cost-of-living agreement. Another argument 
which could be used is that it confers, paradoxically, an indirect benefit 
upon the craftsmen. A high labourer’s rate reduces his importance as a 
potential competitor of the craftsman. This is an aspect not to be ignored 
when the established skills are tending to be displaced. 


The arguments for widening the differential predominate, however. The 
wages of skilled workpeople must be sufficiently above those of the unskilled 
to induce recruits to industry to train and fit themselves for their chosen 
trade. Industry must have skilled men. There is also the matter of prestige. 
A major characteristic of the building industry has always been the quality 
and dignity of its craft force—the élite as they have often been called. 
This tradition is worth preserving, even in a world where standardisation 
is more and more being regarded as the accepted thing. 


No doubt the National Joint Council took these considerations, and 
several others, into account when they decided to increase the differential 
by ld. an hour from the middle of last April. They are arguments that 
the general workers unions have got to accept—and loyalty to the N.F.B.T.O. 
has nothing to do with it, except in so far as the building labourers have 
done much better under its banner than they could ever have hoped to 
do on their own. 





Very Fine Art 


(HE Bedfordshire Standing Joint Committee consider it is essential for 

the efficient policing of the M.l Motorway in their county that a 
police post should be built at Toddington. Not unnaturally, it was decided 
that the word “Police” should be displayed on the new post—a modest 
building costing £3,700—to assist the motorist. But in has stepped the 
Royal Fine Art Commission who thinks that labelling the police post would 
be inartistic, zsthetically wrong and unsightly and that it would be much 
better for the building to remain anonymous. 


Wisely, the Standing Joint Committee has decided to disregard this 
advice, but is it not time that someone looked at the composition of the 
Royal Commission if this is the best it can do? 






































































































O.E.E.C. 








XTENSIVE foundation work for the 

O.E.E.C, “Dragon” reactor project 
is nearing completion and the main civil 
engineering contract has now been 
placed with Turriff Construction Cor- 
poration, Ltd., of London and Warwick. 
This contract includes the construction 
of the reactor building, control room 
and administration block, ancillary and 
technical buildings, roads, services and 
external works. 

The “ Dragon” project involves the con- 
struction of the high temperature gas-cooled 
reactor experiment at The Atomic Energy 
Establishment, Winfrith, Dorchester, Dor- 
set, in which the United Kingdom Atomic 
Energy Authority are co-operating with 
11 other European countries, under the 
auspices of the Organisation for European 
Economic Co-operation. 

The contract will be supervised by the 
construction branch of the development 
and engineering group of the U.K.A.E.A., 
whose director is Mr. T. L. Viney, 
F.R.I.B.A., and whose chief architect is 
Mr. R. S. Brocklesby, A.R.I.B.A. The 
agent is Mr. L. S. E. Phillips. In charge 
of the whole of the construction at A.E.E. 
Winfrith, is the Authority's resident engi- 
neer, Mr. T. G. Williams. 


Architectural Design 


The nucleus of the design of the 
“ Dragon” reactor group is the cylindrical 
reactor building with its flat domed top 
80ft. above ground. Grouped around the 
reactor are the various control and service 
buildings which are two- and three-storeys 
high, so that the group is dominated by 
the reactor. The reactor is sited at a focal 
point at the end of the 14-mile main en- 
trance road at Winfrith Heath and is on 
rising ground which will give it some 
prominence at the establishment where the 
present buildings are on lower contours. 
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**DRAGON” REACTOR PROJECT 


Main Civil Engineering Contract Awarded 


Surrounding the site on all sides are low 
rolling hills, tree and heather clad. 


The reactor is a concrete structure and 
the ancillary buildings are steel-framed 
and sheeted with vitreous enamelled panel. 
Colours have been selected to ensure that 
the buildings are in harmony with the 
existing establishment but at the same 
time giving the scheme its individuality. 


Construction 


As previously stated the contract which 
has now been awarded to Turriff com- 
prises the construction of the main reactor 
building, four other major buildings, and 
ancillary buildings, connecting links, ser- 
vice ducts, drainage, and the completion 
of the roadway layout. A preliminary or 
“ opening-up ” contract has already been 
carried out by this firm for the founda- 
tions of the reactor buildings and the 
initial stages of the roads and services, in- 
cluding the approach road from the main 
area of the Winfrith A.E.E. site. 


For the foundation slab of the reactor 
building it was necessary to excavate a 
circular hole approximately 40ft. deep and 
120ft. diameter at the bottom, through 
the peat, silt, sand and clay pockets which 
lie below the surface of this part of Win- 
frith Heath. 


To keep the area of disturbed ground 
to the minimum, the sides of the excava- 
tion were dug to the steepest batter that 
would stand unsupported with safety in 
such ground (50 degrees), giving a 
diameter at the top of the hole of nearly 
200ft. 


Ground Water Difficulties 


The greatest physical difficulty ‘of con- 
struction work on the site has been the 
presence of ground water in considerable 
quantities just below the surface, which 
necessitated the extensive use of well-point 





Heavy reinforced concrete foundations for reactor 
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de-watering for all excavation except the 
very shallowest drains and foundations, 

By siting the reactor on a relatively high 
area of the heath it could be anticipated 
that ground water would not be met until 
a much greater depth had been reached, 
In the trial bore holes this was found to 
be at about 28ft., and the method of ex. 
cavation was planned accordingly. 

Well-points 18ft. deep were installed at 
7ft. 6in. centres below a berm formed at 
27ft. before excavation was carried below 
this level, and two de-watering pumps, 
delivering a total of approximately 100,000 
gallons per hour lowered the water table 
just ahead of the excavation, and kept the 
bottom dry for the time that it was ex. 
posed. 

The saucer-shaped base of the excavated 
hole was blinded with a layer of weak con- 
crete, into the centre of which was em. 
bedded, at a ceremony on April 27, 1960, 
a stainless steel cylinder containing coins 
of the O.E.E.C. countries, and documents 
commemorating the occasion. 


Main Foundation Slab 


On top of this was poured the main 
foundation slab, 12ft. thick in the centre, 
in three layers, each containing several 
“mats ” of heavy steel reinforcement, each 
resembling a huge 12-sided spider’s web. 

The slab is extended on the west side 
to form the base of the peripheral services 
duct, and on the north side as the founda- 
tion of the vehicle air lock, which will 
give access to the reactor building at 
ground level. Also incorporated in exten- 
sions of the foundation slab are two of 
the anchors for the guy ropes of the 100- 
ton pole derrick crane which will be used 
to lift the reactor core itself and other 
heavy components into the building over 
the top of the 90ft. high walls of the con- 
tainment structure. 

Excavation for the foundation slab was 
commenced on March 24, 1960, and placing 
of the concrete was completed on July 18, 
two weeks ahead of the programme. 


Concrete Reactor Building 


The most important item in the new 
contract is the main reactor building. This 
is a cylindrical structure with a domed 
roof, 110ft. diameter and 110ft. 6in. high 
above foundation slab. The exterior shell 
is formed of two concentric reinforced 
concrete walls 15ft. apart and generally 
2ft. thick, and a domed roof of reinforced 
concrete I15in. thick, containing an 
“umbrella frame” of heavy steel beams, and 
lined on the soffit with steel plate. 

In the space between the two walls are 
the numerous chambers, situated on five 
floor levels, which contain the control 
points for operating the reactor and watch- 
ing its functioning through radiation-proof 
observation panels, and various items of 
cooling and ventilating plant. 

A special feature of this concrete struc- 
ture is that the containment consisting of 
the outer wall and roof is to be made 
“ leaktight ’—that is, sufficiently ‘airtight 
to withstand a specified air pressure with- 
out significant leakage. 

Normally this condition of reactor design 
is obtained by the use of a welded steel 
outer containment, such as_ the _ huge 
sphere which dominates all views of the 
Dounreay establishment, but for Dragon 
the structural] concrete itself is to be made 
to fulfil this function. Although the tech- 
nique of making concrete waterproof has 
been perfected long ago, very little is 
known of the factors which will ensure its 
airtightness, and practical experience 1S 
limited to work done during the last year 
or two in other establishments of the 
U.K.A.E.A. Nothing on the scale of the 
Dragon containment has_ ever been 
attempted before, and this part of the 
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concrete construction will in itself con- 
stitute a significant item of research. 
Immediately inside the inner of the two 
cylindrical concrete walls is the inner con- 
tainment of welded steel construction, the 
subject of a separate contract. Inside this 
again is further concrete construction, con- 
sisting of the support for the reactor core, 
which combines a biological shield of 
5ft. 9in. thickness of 
concrete of guaran- 
teed density. This is 
continued above and 
over the reactor core 
and charging 
machine, with por- 
tions made re- 
movable for access or 
modification at any 
time. Between the 
core structure and 
the steel containment 
are a ring of cells 
formed in reinforced 
concrete, to house 
the fuel storage and 
handling equipment, 
primary and _ secon- 
dary heat exchangers 
and further inspec- 
tion and experi- 
mental facilities. 
Certain portions of 
the walls and parti- 
tions are in barytes 
concrete or iron shot 
concrete, where the 
extra protection af- 
forded by these 
materials is neces- 
sary. All parts of the 
concrete structure in- 
corporate innumer- 
able openings and 
fixings that are re- 
quired for access of 
personnel and 
materials and_ the 
passage of all the 
service pipes and 
cables, control gear, 
andobservation 
panels; and one of 
the major problems 
of construction will be the effective seal- 
ing, against leakage of air or radiation, 
of all these potentially weak spots. 
Other Buildings 


The other buildings on the “Dragon” 
site, while comprising a major proportion 
of the contract value are, however, of more 
conventional construction. Externally the 
walls are clad with vitreous enamelled 
steel sheets and patent glazing; internal 
gg and partitions are mainly of brick- 
work, 
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The largest of these is the services build- 
ing, containing an electrical substation, 
with all necessary control gear, workshops, 
boilerhouse, and offices. The structure is 
partially steel-framed with concrete walls 
and roof. 

The control building, partly two- and 
partly three-storeys high, has, besides the 
main control] room, the administration

offices, instrument rooms and workshops, 
various stores, and the change-room 
accommodation. Access to the reactor 
building is by elevated covered way at first 
floor level. 


Connected to the reactor building by an 
enclosed vehicle access corridor, is the 
storage building, with annexes containing 
the offices for this department. 


A separate building houses the main 
cooling plant for the reactor, and there 
are the usual layouts of drainage delay 
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tanks and fuel tanks for the domestic heat- 
ing boilers. 

The main buildings and tank areas are 
connected by underground services ducts, 
large enough for adequate access to the 
many cables and pipes which they will 
contain, and there are three (in places 
four) separate systems of drainage covering 
all areas of the site. 

As with all projects of this nature, plan- 
ning is of the utmost importance. An over- 
all programme for the building and civil 
engineering work has been set by the 
U.K.A.E.A. to co-ordinate progress of con- 
struction with the delivery and installation 
of the steel inner containment, the reactor 
vessel and fuel handling plant, the heat 
exchangers and cooling equipment, the 
ventilation plant, and the many other items 
of specialised equipment that have to come 
from various parts of the United Kingdom 
and the Continent, to be incorporated in 
the “Dragon” project as it develops to 
completion early in 1963. 

Within this overall programme, much 
detailed planning of work operations is 
involved, especially to deal with the very 
extensive items of concreting that need to 
be completed during the period of the 
coming winter months. 

The value of the civil engineering work, 
including foundations, is in excess of £lm. 


JOINT BRITISH COMMITTEE 
FOR STRESS ANALYSIS 


Following an exploratory meeting on 
March 1, 1960, arranged by the Institute 
of Physics, a Joint British Committee for 
Stress Analysis has been set up. 

This committee will represent the in- 
terests of Great Britain in the field of 
stress analysis at the periodic meetings of 
the Permanent Committee which are held 
in Europe and will thus ensure adequate 
British participation in international con- 
ferences in the field of stress analysis. 

The Joint British Committee consists of 
representatives appointed by The Royal 
Aeronautical Society, The Institution of 
Civil Engineers, The Institution of Elec- 
trical Engineers, The Institute of Marine 
Engineers, the Institution of Mechanical 
Engineers, The Royal Institution of Naval 
Architects, The Institute of Physics, and 
the Physical Society, The Institution of 
Structural Engineers and the Institute of 
Welding. 

Mr. A. F. C. Brown of the National 
Physical Laboratory, and the representative 
of the Institution of Mechanical Engineers, 
has been elected the first chairman of the 
committee, and the Institution of Mechani- 
cal Engineers provides the Secretariat for 
the Committee.

HE construction industry perhaps more 

than any other consists of small to 
medium size family businesses which have 
limited their liability by becoming private 
companies. As the controlling  share- 
holders get older one of their worries is 
to pass on their business to their succes- 
sors without having to find too much 
estate, or death, duty as it is usually 
called. 

It can happen that in some private com- 
panies the perhaps sudden and unforeseen 
death of the head of the business will 
mean that his personal representatives have 
to agree a value for his shareholding in 
the family company which is the value at 
the date of death; due to this death, how- 
ever, the company may well suffer a year 
or two of bad trading and the value of 
those shares may drop heavily and rapidly; 
but the value for estate duty purposes is 
that at the date of death and the personal 
representatives and the family may have 
to sell assets at the wrong time and for 
a most disadvantageous price to meet the 
estate duty liability. 

It is, of course, to meet this sort of 
problem that as the principal shareholders, 
very often the founders of the business, 
grow older they are advised to transfer 
their shares. This of course creates a 
problem; it is never easy for older people 
to pass control, particularly over some- 
thing they have spent their lives in build- 
ing up, to others, though if those “others” 
are their children who have come into 
the business this is not so serious a 
problem. Against this problem must, 
however, be set the fact that retention of 
control will result in a high valuation of 
the controlling shares and the only way 
to avoid this is to transfer the share- 
holdings, It is a difficult decision to make 
but one which every controlling share- 
holder in the average small or medium 
private company should consider with his 
solicitor and accountant when he gets to 
later middle-age. 

A recent case in the House of Lords, 
Barclays Bank, Ltd. v Commissioners of 
Inland Revenue [(1960) 2 All E.R. 817}, 
illustrates the importance of this subject 
and points the moral that to lose control 
and thus reduce the value of the share- 
holdings you must, to be safe, so lose 
control that, however ingenious’ the 
Revenue, they could not argue that direct 
or indirect control remained with the 
deceased. 

The short facts were that T.S. held on 
his death 1,100 ordinary £1 shares of T.S., 
Ltd., whose issued ordinary share capital 
was 8,350 £1 shares. In 1936 T.S. had 
settled 3.650 shares on trusts for his wife 
and children. He was one of four trustees 
registered as holders of those 3,650 shares 
and his name appeared first in the register. 
By the company’s articles the first-named 
registered holder was entitled to vote in 
respect of the shares registered in his 
and others’ names; T.S. therefore had the 
right to vote in respect of the trust shares 
as well as in respect of his own 1.100 
shares. Now by the Finance Act, 1940, 
Section 55, where, upon death, there pass 
shares in or debentures of a company 
which is controlled by not more than five 
persons, then, if the deceased had the 
control of the company at any time during 
the five years ending with his death, those 
shares are not valued in accordance with 
the usual valuation rule (i.e., market value 
at death) but by reference to the net value 
of the assets of the company including its 
goodwill. The question therefore arose 
—did T.S, have control of the company 
so that his 1,100 ordinary shares would 
have to be valued by reference to the net 
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of Earnings — Working Without Instructions 


value of the assets of the company and 
not at market value? The net assets 
valuation would normally, and did so 
here, produce a greater valuation; hence 
T.S.’s executors fought this case to try 
and establish that T.S. did not have 
control. 


The House of Lords had to decide on 
the wording of the 1940 Finance Act 
whether T.S.’s vote as trustee, plus his 
vote as an ordinary shareholder of 1,100 
shares, was sufficient to say that T.S. did 
control the company in the five years 
before his death. Unfortunately, the Act 
provides no clear definition of control but 
the House was satisfied that the mere fact 
that in exercising his vote as trustee he 
was amenable to control by other trustees 
did not suftice to show that, together with 
the votes in respect of his own 1,100 
shares, T.S. was not in control of the com- 
pany at his death. His 1,100 shares had 
therefore to be valued on the higher basis. 

In this extremely difficult field of 
arranging a person’s affairs so as legiti- 
mately to ease the often crippling burden 
of death duties, particularly where a death 
is sudden and unexpected, the best pos- 
sible advice should be obtained. This case 
illustrates how easy it is to slip up in this 
matter and lose the benefits desired. 


Damages for Loss of Earnings 


The financial loss resulting from an acci- 
dent can be very large and the methods 
adopted by the courts in assessing such 
loss are of interest as a case involving a 
serious accident to a builder shows. The 
case is Pope v D. Murphy and Son, Ltd. 
[(1960) 2 All E.R. 873] in which P claimed 
in respect of a road accident in which he, 
his wife and mother-in-law were injured. 
The defendants, D., Ltd., admitted liability 
and the only question for the court was 
the amount of general damages he could 
recover; the special damages, i.e., actual 
expenses incurred as a result of the acci- 
dent, were left to be decided at a separate 
inquiry. 

At the time of the accident P was an 
active 52-year-old master builder employ- 
ing seven skilled men and two labourers 
and his work included private surveys, 
decoration and ordinary maintenance. His 
small firm was well run and he had a 
good name in the trade. His profits were 
about £750 per annum. Before the acci- 
dent he had thought of selling up and 
going back to work in the building indus- 
try in some supervisory capacity. As a 
result of the accident he was a permanent 
invalid, in pain and with a maximum 
expectation of life of 10 years though 
five years was all the expectation that 
could be given with any real certainty. 
The Court decided that for P’s physica! 
injuries, his pain and suffering to date and 
for the years to follow and for the loss of 
the normal amenities and enjoyment of 
life a sum of £9,500 was appropriate; for 
the cost of future medical attendance £250 
was awarded; and for loss of expectation of 
life £250 as the House of Lords has laid 
down that under this head only small sums 
are appropriate as it is impossible to 
measure such loss in financial terms. 

The most difficult problem was to assess 
P’s loss of earning capacity due to the 
accident. The court decided, after con- 
sidering the relevant cases, that it must 
look at the problem as if the accident had 
not occurred and fix a figure that would 
take into account, as fairly as possible, 
the probable earning capacity of P over 
the rest of his working life bearing in 
mind normal chances and changes; it was 
the latter which would prevent the court 
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taking the easy way of deciding that P 
at 52 had say 13 years of active working 
life left and multiplying his earnings figure 
of £750 by 13; the court also rejected the 
view that it must limit the period of work- 
ing life for calculating probable earnings 
to that period in fact left to P, namely five, 
or at most 10 years—to accept that view 
would be tantamount to allowing a wrong- 
doer to reap a financial benefit from his 
wrongdoing. Acting on these principles 
the court felt that a sum of £5,000 would 
be a fair estimate of P’s net earning capa- 
city for the remainder of his life had this 
accident not occurred. He thus received 
a total of £15,000 damages. 

From the fairly large damages awarded 
in this case contractors will realise the 
necessity of really adequately covering 
their liability individually and as con- 
tractors for negligence resulting in injury 
or death to third parties. After all the 
third party to whom such liability may be 
incurred might well be a man earning 
£7,500 a year and not £750 and the 
resultant damages can be imagined. Quite 
clearly, it is a false economy to restrict 
insurance cover to a small sum for each 
claim; any liability to a third party in 
excess of that for which the person liable 
has insured must come from the person's 
own resources and this is a risk which no 
contractor should run. 


Working Without Instructions 


CASE which contains no new law but 

can be regarded as an awful warning 
is Emerson v Eden reported in The Estates 
Gazette for July 23, 1960. The facts 
apparently were that a lady Mrs, E. 
arranged through John Eden, the managing 
director of a firm of building contractors, 
to buy a house for £5,250. There were 
discussions as to some demolition and on 
return from holiday Mrs. E. found that 
the contractors had demolished a large 
part of her house, removing certain fixtures 
and fittings. She claimed damages for 
trespass and conversion of her property 
and the contractors counter-claimed for 
loss of profit on a contract for demolition. 
The question was—was there an agreement 
for this work to be done? 

On this there was one of those very 
difficult conflicts of evidence between two 
people whom the learned judge, according 
to the report, felt to be both fundamentally 
honest. No doubt it was one of those 
jobs for small private clients where there 
is an immense amount of talk and discus- 
sion so that at the end neither party knows 
precisely what has been decided. At any 
rate John Eden finally came away from the 
discussions before Mrs. E. went on holiday 
fully believing that he had authority to 
carry out the demolition work. The 
learned judge was, however, satisfied that 
Mrs. E. was not likely to have ordered 
the demolition unless there had been some 
definite agreement on the extent of the 
work and the charges to be made; he was 
clear that Mrs. E. was most unlikely to 
have gone away on holiday leaving the 
extent of the demolition at Mr. Eden's 
discretion. He therefore found that the 
contractors had not received instructions 
to demolish any part of the building and 
Mrs. E’s claim therefore succeeded. 

The judge apparently went on to point 
the moral by saying that this was a case 
which showed how vital it was that agree- 
ments should be made in writing and com- 
mented that it was almost incredible that 
a builder of any experience should have 
knocked down a substantial portion of 
somecne’s house without having a wer 
in writing.

This design, executed for 

the L.C.C. by Leonard 
Manasseh and Partners, 39 
Bedford Street, London, 
W.C.2, was dictated by the 
site, part of which is taken 
up by the Bellfield School 
which remained open during 
construction and will now be 
demolished to provide play- 
ground space. 
” The elevations are extremely 
simple, relieved only by a 
pyramid roof over the 
assembly hall and an inverted 
pyramid containing the water 
tanks on the teaching block. 
The teaching block is sup- 
ported by a system of precast, 
reinforced concrete structural 
mullions and beams at 3ft. 
8tin. centres with projecting 
nibs to the mullions. Each 
mullion is cast in one lift 
about 40ft. high, and taken 
finished straight from the 
mould. No further finish is 
applied, 

The L5in. deep floor beams 
at each mullion span back to 
columns at similar centres on 
each side of a central corridor. 
The teaching block is virtually 
two buildings—lengthways 
as the beams are not con 
tinuous over the corridor. 

All services are taken down the central 
corridor at each level, and fan out to the 
rooms at each side, with the exception of 
the radiators under the windows, which

are served continuously through prepared 
pipe chases in the structure. Floor slabs 
are also precast and are 3ft. 6in. square 
and 2in. thick. A variety of suspended 


ceilings is slung under the beams. 





Main teaching block and entrance 


This system of structural mullions and 
beams is continuous over the three floors, 
and is only broken where large openings 
occur such as the main entrance and the 
goods entrance for the work- 
shops. 

The assembly hall and 
teaching blocks are connected 
by a covered way, which con- 
tinues through to the entrance 
hall and canopy to the main 
entrance. The main entrance 
hall is faced with marble with 
the structure exposed above 
it. Here, there are large pre- 
cast beams, necessitated by 
the break in the grid and the 
load of the water tanks which 
is brought down at this point. 

Lateral stability is obtained 
by the staircases and sur- 
rounding brick walls and the 
grouting-in of the floor slabs; 
transverse stability likewise 
and by certain solid brick 
transverse partitions and the 
white glazed brick end walls. 

The gymnasia are of a wide 
cavity-brick construction con- 
cealing 18in. by Qin. brick 
piers, which support short- 
ended portal frames of cut 
and welded steel beams hold- 
ing up the roof. Lighting is 
from clerestory windows. 

The assembly hall is a steel 
frame structure, Four cranked 
raking beams which form 
the pyramid and the flat 
roof are supported by four 
steel box columns. Inter- 
mediate supports bear on 
the four rakers. The glazing 
in heavy section timber 
frames which take part of the 
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wind load. The pyramid is faced with green 


slates, mitred and secretly flashed at the 
angles. 


Layout of Rooms 


This is one of the schools to adopt the 
decentralised “House” system of organisa- 
tion. There are four house rooms located 
on the first floor, “House” activities take 
place in these rooms and meals are eaten 
in them. There are two serveries each 
serving a pair of house rooms by means of 
lifts from the ground-floor kitchen. 


The ground floor, from north to south, 
contains the caretaker’s flat, the upper 
part of the two-storey boiler room, the 
kitchen, the main entrance hall with twin 
staircases leading out of it, the administra- 
tion block with staff rooms and, separated 
by a baffle lobby and a Qin. brick wall, 
the metal and wood workshops, with their 
stores and separate goods entrance. There 
is a third staircase at the south end of 


the teaching block, with lavatories on the 
half landing. 


The first floor contains the house rooms 
and serveries, the main cloakroom accom- 
modation, an evening institute and, above 
the workshops, all the laboratories. 


On the top floor are the library with a 
projecting window facing north and west, 
and the classrooms and the art room with 
a pottery kiln. This floor has the central 
corridor top lit for most of its length, 
The south staircase continues up to the 
biology greenhouse on the roof. 


The assembly hall-gymnasia group is 
arranged symmetrically on the canopy- 
entrance hall-covered way axis. Changing 
rooms on each side of the assembly hall 
separate it from the gymnasia. The two 
changing rooms can be used as male and 
female dressing rooms when the stage is 
used for public performances, and to this 
end the partitioning in the lavatories is 
adjustable. The assembly hall has gallery 
seating in addition to the main seating, 
which is sunk 3ft. 6in. below the stage, 
instead of the stage being raised up. 


As the site is so restricted, planting and 
landscaping is confined to lawns and a 
pool outside the administration area, a 
few trees to be planted on the perinhery 
of the playground and two paved courts 
between the teaching block and assembly 
hall. One of these has been dealt 
with as a formal “parterre,” with ramps, 
steps, pools and formal planting. 


The main contractors for the building 
were Gee, Walker and Slater, Ltd., 100 
Park Lane, London, W.1.

Building Research Station Annual Report 


OSPITAL design and construction 

is to be investigated by the Build- 

ing Research Station and a programme 

of research is now being arranged with 

the Ministry of Health and the Depart- 

ment of Health for Scotland. This is 

announced in the annual report* of the 
Station now published. 


Government expenditure on hospitals is 
to increase substantially—-it may amount 
to £300m. over the next six or seven years 

and there is much scope for rewarding 
research in this field. For example, the 
cost of engineering services in hospitals 
(heating and ventilation, operating theatre 
services, lighting, etc.) can amount to a 
third of the total building cost. Ways of 
providing these services more economically 
will be studied by the Station. Cost studies 
will also be carried out on recently con- 
structed hospitals in an effort to identify 
other parts of the building process where 
economies might be achieved. It should be 
possible to pick out anomalies in building 
costs between different hospitals of similar 
capacity and to trace their causes. 

Engineering services are important not 
only in hospitals. In most large buildings, 
engineering installations have become in- 
creasingly complex and expensive. Their 
integration with the building design and in 
the process of construction frequently 
cause dislocation and delay. The Station 
is investigating these problems, 


Cost of Housing 


During the year a study was completed 
on the relative costs of providing housing 
by high blocks in city centres, by sub- 
urban development and in new towns. In 
general, the scope for using high block 
residential buildings as a means of reducing 
the cost of providing housing and urban 
amenities was found to be very limited. 
Their construction cost is about two-thirds 
greater than that of two-storey houses and 
maintenance costs are also considerably 
higher. 

The advantage of high density redevelop- 
ment in the centre of cities is that it re- 
duces the number of people who have to 
be rehoused in suburbs or new towns. 
Suburban development may cost £750,000 
for every 10,000 people, and the cost of a 
new town for 80,000 may be nearly £100m. 
However, the real cost of new develop- 
ment is less because it has longer potential 
life than the old buildings, and is cheaper 
to run and to operate in. 


Nuclear Reactor Shields 


In the massive concrete structures used 
for biological shielding in the reactors 
being constructed for the British nuclear 
power programme, the effects of tempera- 
ture, drying shrinkage, creep and radia- 
tion are important factors. A two-part 
research programme has been undertaken 
in collaboration with the U.K.A.E.A. Indus- 
trial group: first laboratory studies of the 
Properties of concrete, and secondly long- 
term observations on the shields at Calder 
Hall and Chapelcross. In the first reactor 
to become operational, Calder Hall, obser- 
vations show that little drying of the con- 
crete has yet taken place and that concrete 
temperatures are rather lower than ex- 
pected. Instruments have also been 
installed in two of the Central Electricity 
Generating Board's nuclear stations. 


Research on Tunnels 


The excavations on the South Bank of 
the Thames for the new Shell Headquarters 
went down to 40ft., to within 4ft. of the 
Bakerloo tube tunnels, over a distance of

about 120yd. Work on the design of 
tunnels has been in progress at the Station 
for several years and this was a valuable 
opportunity for practical investigation. In 
collaboration with the London Transport 
Executive, the Station has been taking 
measurements at intervals during the year 
of the deformations and stress changes in 
the tunnel linings. Although all the data 
obtained has not yet been analysed, the 
broad effect of removing the soil above the 
tunnels has been found to be a slight dis- 
placement and change in shape in the 
tunnel. The vertical diameter of the 
southbound tunnel, which lies on top of 
the northbound and was affected most, 
increased by about jin. There was also a 
general reduction in the compressive 
stresses in the cast-iron lining. 


Flat Roofs 


The use of flat roofs seems to be in- 
creasing in all types of buildings, both 
domestic and industrial. One problem 


that has led to frequent troubles is the- 


movement of moisture inside the roof 
structure when the outside temperature 
changes. Water vapour cannot escape from 
the humid interior of a building through a 
flat roof as it can through a tiled one, and 
condensation can occur. Excess water js 
also present in a concrete roof cast in situ 
and is difficult to dry out. A working 
party has been set up to study these pro- 
blems by the International Council for 
Building Research, Studies and Documenta- 
tion. During the year the Station started 
contributory experiments on the thermal 
properties of six different types of flat roof 
in the pilot-scale roof laboratory. 


Sound Insulation of Buildings 


To be effective barriers to sound, walls 
and floors should be as massive as possible, 
but with recent advances in structural 
design, sound installation now requires 
much additional and otherwise useless 
weight in partitions in flats, schools, hos- 
pitals and offices. As a continuation of 
field work, two specially designed experi- 
mental buildings, one brick and one frame, 
are now coming into use at the Station. 
Each comprises two floors with four rooms 
in each, providing four party walls and

four party floors. A series of wall and 
floor constructions will be tried, starting 
with an investigation of various materials 
for the resilient layers of floating floors. 


Heating of Flats 


To help local authorities in their deci- 
sions on space and water heating systems 
in multi-storey flats, the Station has made 
a study of the efficiency of different 
methods. Four types of system were 
examined: individual solid-fuel appliances, 
electric floor-heating with radiant fire top- 
ping up, individual gas heating, and central 
heating. A report now being prepared for 
publication will include data on capital, 
maintenance and fuel costs, as well as the 
results of a survey on the occupants’ 
opinion of the systems. 


Failure in Plaster Adhesion 


During the year several large-scale 
failures have been again reported in ad- 
hesion of plaster applied to concrete, most 
of them following a rise in temperature. 
Evidence points to the view that, where 
there is weakness in adhesion, failure is 
due to stresses set up by differential 
thermal expansion between the plaster and 
the background. With limestone or 
granite concrete this differential expan- 
sion is double that with gravel concrete. 
Adhesion can be substantially improved by 
wetting down the surface immediately 
before applying the plaster, or by using a 
suitable bonding liquid. 


Scottish Building Problems 


It is now 10 years since the Scottish 
Laboratory at Thortonhall was opened to 
link the Station with the Scottish building 
industry. Among many changes during the 
decade is the adoption throughout Britain 
of new materials and methods of construc- 
tion. These are replacing the traditional 
building methods -evolved to withstand 
Scottish weather conditions. In may casgs 
the change has caused problems of rain 
penetration, condensation, and lack of 
thermal insulation. An essential part of 
the Laboratory’s research programme is 
thus the study of climate, its variations, 
and its effect on building materials in 
current use. 
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WORK BEGINS ON 
FORTH ROAD BRIDGE 
SUPERSTRUCTURE 


Foundations and Anchorages 


Near Completion 


ean No. 1 on the Forth Road 

Bridge, which consists of the 
foundations and anchorages for the 
main suspension span, is now in its 
final stages of construction and recently 
the first steelwork sections of the super- 
structure were placed in position. 

Over the next few months, transport, 
metallisation and erection of the main 
tower sections will proceed and by the 
end of this year a significant part of the 
tower steelwork will be completed. 

Work on the first phase, for which the 
contractors are John Howard and Co., 
Ltd., is approximately one month ahead of 
schedule. The north shore tower is now 
complete and the south shore tower is 75 
per cent. complete. These towers are 
cellular structures of reinforced concrete 
which will be prestressed to the underlying 
rock. They form the shore ends of the 
suspension bridge itself.and carry saddles 
which deflect the main suspension cables 
from a nearly horizontal direction to an 
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The north shore 


angle of 20 degrees to the horizontal. 

In the anchorage tunnels on the south 
bank, all the concrete has been placed 
around the steel duct tubes, but insertion 
of the anchorage cables has not yet started, 
while in the north-side tunnels approxi- 
mately 90 per cent. of the concrete has 
been placed. 


Cable Anchorages 


The cable anchorages consist of twin 
tunnels at 80ft. centres, driven at a slope 
of 30 degrees to the horizontal into solid 
rock, the cross section of the tunnels in- 
creasing with depth. The shape and 
dimensions of the tunnels are shown on 
the accompanying diagram (1). 

On the south side the rock consists of 
shales with bands of sandstone. Here the 
tunnels are circular in cross-section since 
it was found necessary to provide a con- 
tinuous steel plate lining to the upper half 
of the section as the shale weathers rapidly 
on exposure. Each tunnel is tilled with 
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Lowering of first base section onto holding down bolts at the North Pier

low heat concrete and contains 114 steel 
ducts of 4in. internal diameter. 

Into each duct is inserted an anchorage 
cable having a breaking stress in excess of 
380 tons. Six anchorage cables retain a 
rectangular steel slab at the mouth of the 
tunnels to which is attached four high 
tensile bolts which carry the strand shoes 
of the main suspension cables. The 
anchorage cables are pre-tensioned to a 
load in excess of the maximum working 
load before the ducts are filled with 
cement grout. 

On the north side the tunnel cross- 
section is rectangular as the rock is in- 
truded basalt, and roof support by roof 
bolting has proved adequate. 


Main Piers 


In both main piers satisfactory rock strata 
have been reached and the concrete pier 
footings have been completed. On the 
south side sandstone rock at —95 was 
reached by sinking caissons in free air. 
Advantage was taken of a 50ft. layer of 
dense boulder clay overlying the rock. A 
cofferdam was driven into the clay and 
de-watered. In order to obtain two large 
unobstructed areas in the cofferdam, in 
which to build the caissons, it was made 
in the shape of a figure eight using circu- 
lar walings. 

The two upper walings were made as a 
steel unit and floated into position. The 
lower waling is formed of concrete which 
was placed under water after the river 
bed had been excavated for 13ft. This 
is shown on the diagram (2). 

Inside the cofferdam two circular rein- 
forced concrete caissons were built at —36 
and sunk 59ft. by excavating gravel and 
boulder clay. Water was easily controlled 
by three 6in. pumps. These caissons are 
now complete and construction of the pier 
shaft is complete to the underside of the 
steelwork. 

On the north side a submerged reef of 
basalt formed the foundation and here the 
cofferdam was formed of sheet piling 
sealed to the rock by a wall of concrete 
10ft. thick by 9ft. high placed under water. 
This wall was anchored to the rock by 
44 cables grouted into the rock and pre- 
stressed to 50 tons each. After pre- 
stressing the cofferdam was pumped out 
and the hearting placed in the dry. (See 
diagram (3) ). 

The pier base and pier shaft are now 
complete to the underside of the tower 
steelwork. By means of a transferred ag- 
gregate techniaue the whole of the ex- 
posed faces of the pier shafts are covered

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BOOK REVIEWS 


Reinforced Concrete Chimneys, by C. Percy 
Taylor and Leslie Turner. Second 
Edition revised by Leslie Turner, 
Publishers, Concrete Publications, Ltd, 
Price 12s.; by post 12s. 9d. 


Since the publication of the first edition 
of this book, one of the authors, Mr. C, P. 
Taylor, has died and the present edition 
has been revised by Mr. Leslie Turner to 
include up-to-date methods of design and 
examples of more recent chimneys. An 
improved method of analysing annular sec. 
tions subjected to bending and direct 
thrust replaces the more complex method 
given in the previous edition. Some of the 
design data, such as the combination of 
thermal and structural stresses, are also 
applicable to the design of structures other 
than chimneys, namely reinforced concrete 
tanks and biological shields. A new 
chapter is included and deals with the 
deflection and sway of tall chimneys due 
to the effects of wind and is a valuable 
contribution to a subject on which there is 
very little literature. As in the previous 
edition, an example of the complete design 
of a chimney is given. ; 


Elementary Engineering Mechanics, by 
Eugene George Key. Publishers in 


U.K.: Chapman and Hall, 37 Essex 
Street, London, W.C.2. Price 44s. 
457 pp. 


This American volume is basically a full 
description of the elements of statics and 
dynamics and their application to engineer- 
ing problems, and it emphasises many 
purely mechanical applications as well as 
the civil and structural problems found in 
other texts. 

The book is divided into two parts, deal- 
ing with stationary and moving bodies, and 
the fundamental concepts of these are 
stressed to show the easy solving of any 
mechanics problem through correct 
analysis. 

A basic knowledge of plane geometry 
and algebra is necessary to understand the 
material, providing that the trigonometric 
aspect can be learnt from the explanations 
given in the book. For this purpose an 
appendix has been provided comprising 
several pages of natural trigonometric func- 
tions. The volume also includes a useful 
index.

with a mosaic of lin. crushed pink 
Corennie granite. 

The first steelwork recently positioned 
was the base sections of the north main 
tower—two outer sections each weighing 
174 tons and an inner section weighing 
15 tons. 

All but 2ft. 7in. of the steel at the north 
and south piers will be bedded in concrete 
and each of the main towers will be built 
up to a height of 505ft. above sea level. 
The legs of the towers are each made up of 
33 welded boxes of high-tensile steel, each 
about 47ft. 6in. long, up to 12ft. wide and 
5ft. deep, and having a maximum weight 
of 34} tons. 

After cleaning by means of grit blasting, 
followed by metallisation and painting, in 
workshops fitted out with new machines 
specially designed for the purpose, the 
sections will be lifted by climbing crane 
and bolted together to form the towers. 
In all, 132 sections will be used. 

When complete, the Forth Road Bridge 
will be the largest of its kind in Europe. 
Mott, Hay and Anderson, in conjunction 
with Freeman, Fox and Partners are the 
consulting engineers and the late Sir Giles 
Gilbert Scott was the architect. The com- 
plete bridge superstructure is being built 
by the A.C.D. Bridge Company, a con- 
sortium formed by Sir William Arrol and 
Co., Ltd., Cleveland Bridge and Engineer- 
ing Co., Ltd., and Dorman Long (Bridge 
and Engineering), Ltd.

PREFABRICATED TIMBER BEAMS OF 51FT. 


SPAN IN CHELTENHAM CLUB HOUSE 


CLUB HOUSE covering an area of 

about 14,000 sq. ft. and built en- 
tirely of prefabricated timber has 
recently been completed at Cheltenham, 
Glos., for the Dowty Rotol Group of 
Companies’ sports club. All the units 
for the building, which was planned 
throughout on a 6ft. grid, were made 
at the London factory of the con- 
tractors, T. Bath and Co., Ltd. 

The accommoda- 
tion includes a sun 
lounge, a large hall 
with seating accom- 
modation for 240 and 
including stage and 
bar, a separate bar 
lounge, four 60ft. 
long skittle alleys and 
a billiards room, 
Behind the stage are 
changing and dress- 
ing rooms together 
with a ladies’ cloak- 
room and toilets. For 
team games there are 
three sports chang- 
ing rooms, each of 
507 sq. ft. and a 
sports store of 380 
sq. ft. These adjoin 
a large toilet room 
covering 972 sq. ft., 
equipped with 
showers, tiled plunge 
baths, etc. 

The main section 
of the building, 
which includes the 
sun lounge and bar 
lounge and hall are 
situated in the raised 
section of the build- 
ing, which has a 
Monopitch roof, sup- 
ported on plywood 
box beams, giving 
a clear span of 
5lft. These are in 
turn supported by plywood box columns or 
vanes at the front elevation. Flanking the 
centre section, at rear and sides, the re- 
maining area is of flat roof construction 
with continuous clerestory lighting. 

Delivery of the main roof beams created 
something of a transport problem as these 
were approximately 52ft. long. Twenty of 
of these beams had to be hoisted into posi- 
tion in the main roof and this was done in 
a single day with the aid of a mobile crane. 


Interior wall claddings and ceilings are 
plasterboard, with the exception of linings 
to toilet and shower area which are in blue 
Colourglaze. 

For the front elevation, in conjunction 
with the Monopitch roof, a sloping front 
technique has been used with a 6ft. canopy 
overhang. All exterior wall cladding is in 


vertical Western Red Cedar weatherboard. 
The Monopitch roof section is of T. and B. 
boards with three layers built-up felt roof

and the flat roof sections are of plywood 
sheathing, again with a three layer built-up 
felt roofing with secret gutters.

~ ONDON’S major post-war road project 
recently reached the three-month mark 
with police and contractors both report- 
ing that little disruption has been caused 
to traffic. 

This optimistic report comes from the 
Cubitts Fitzpatrick Shand consortium 
working on the L.C.C.’s £54m. Hyde Park 
Corner-Marble Arch improvement scheme. 

Already more than 200 men are working 
on the project and the labour force will 
reach 300 in the near future. Since work 
started on May 9, more than a mile of 
sewers has been laid at Hyde Park 
Corner, Marble Arch, in Park Lane, Green 
Park and inside Hyde Park, about 250yd. 
has been completed of the new 40ft. wide 
ring road which will run inside Hyde Park; 
work is “ well under way” on four of the 
15 pedestrian subways which will be part 
of the scheme—at Marble Arch, near 
Green Street, near Apsley House and by 
Green Park; and a “ substantial amount ” 
of work has been done on the scheme to 
build a 1,000ft. long twin two-lane under- 
pass at Hyde Park Corner. 


Mr. D. G. Jarvis, project manager for 
the Cubitts Fitzpatrick Shand consortium 
said that pedestrian subways were being 
prefabricated on the site. When they had 
been put in place, work would begin on 
the approaches to them. 


Underpass Progress 


Explaining the preparatory work on the 
underpass, Mr. Jarvis said his consortium 
were now using the Italian ICOS-Veder 
process of excavation. Under this method, 
never previously used in Britain, rein- 
forced concrete retaining walls were con- 
structed before the trench for the under- 
pass itself was dug. At Hyde Park Corner 
this involved the excavation of two 
trenches 20in. wide to the depth of the 
retaining wall, 50ft. deep. 


Advantages claimed for this method 
were that it was faster, quieter and more 
efficient than the traditional use of sheet 
steel piles or wooden braces. 


Mr. Jarvis added that the four Italian 
teams engaged on the work at Hyde Park 
Corner were working well to schedule and 
it had been possible to begin the first 
excavation of the actual underpass within 
the last two weeks. 


START ON ELEPHANT AND 
CASTLE STAGE II 


Three Multi-Storey Blocks Costing £1m. 


Work is about to start on the second 
stage of the Elephant and Castle Re- 
development, which is at Newington 
Causeway fronting the new road inter- 
section. Three multi-storey blocks of 
offices are to be built at a cost of 
£1,159,251. 

Fortpost Investments, Ltd., are the pro- 
moters of the scheme and the contractors 
are Tersons, Ltd., 4 Dollis Park, London, 
N.3. Completion is scheduled for early 
1962. 

One of the blocks will be 17 storeys high, 
excluding the basement, lower ground and 
ground floors, roof, tank rooms and lift 
motor rooms, and will be 200ft. high from 
ground floor to tank rooms. The other 
two blocks which adjoin will be eight- 
storey and about 97ft. high. Shops and 
banks will be provided at ground floor 
level. 

Construction will comprise a reinforced 
concrete frame with hollow pot and solid 
concrete floors. One of the features will 
be projecting floors at various levels form- 
ing imitation balconies. The entire scheme 
is clad in window walling with faced 
columns and beams. 

Erno Goldfinger, D.P.L.G., L.R.I.B.A., is 
the architect, and the consulting engineers 
are Ove Arup and Partners. The quantity 
surveyors are Davis, Belfield and Everest.

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RESEARCH FOR INDUSTRY INCREASING 


Work on Creep and Fatigue 


HE grant-aided research associations 
—which last year reached a total 
number of 50 for the first time—are 
keeping pace with the increasing re- 
search effort in industry generally. 

The total income from industry and 
government rose from £5.lm. in 1955 to 
£7.3m. in 1959, of which the Department 
of Scientific and Industrial Research con- 
tributed £1.7m. last year. re 

“We expect it to go on rising,’ states 
the Industrial Grants Committee of the 
Council for Scientific and Industrial Re- 
search, in its report ‘“ Research for 
Industry 1959."* 

All types of activity—basic, applied and 
sponsored research, and development, in- 
formation and advice—are benefiting from 
this expansion, although each Research 
Association is designing its own pattern 
of advance to meet the changing needs of 
its industry. 


Creep and Fatigue Research 


The Committee draws attention to three 
important areas of research—creep, 
fatigue of metals and_ shipbuilding—in 
which D.S.I.R. is co-operating with one 
or more of the research associations. “All 
three are areas of particular interest to 
us,” reports the Committee, “and we have 
aided the pooling of resources in all ways 
at our disposal.” 

Summarising the work now being car- 
ried out on creep research and by the 
Committee on Fatigue Research, the report 
states: 

Creep Re search 

Creep is a slow continuous deformation 
which occurs in materials subjected to 
stress for long periods at high tempera- 
tures. It has been studied by the National 
Physical Laboratory and the National Engi 
neering Laboratory, and by private firms, 
other Government departments, public

boards and research associations, in parti- 
cular the Electrical Research Association. 
But with so many uses of steel and other 
materials calling for higher temperatures, 
and with competition from abroad, the 
scale of research needs to be greatly in- 
creased. 

Much of the information needed for 
design can only be derived from repeated 
tests of each material, often in several 
different forms, over very long periods. 
The majority of these tests have to be 
made under simple stress conditions very 
different from those met in practice. Basic 
research is being pursued to permit the 
correlation of results of simple tests and 
service behaviour. 

Accordingly, a new building is being 
erected at the National Engineering Lab- 
oratory, for completion in 1961, which will 
enable the basic researches to be expanded 
in the hope of gaining a better under- 
standing of the creep process and of those 
properties relevant to the successful use of 
engineering materials at elevated tempera- 
tures. Special testing techniaues and 
equipment will also be developed. 

In the meantime the Laboratory has 
opened a Creep Information Centre, in 
response to reauests from manufacturers 
and users of materials, so that industrial 
designers can more conveniently obtain 
creep data, which are at present not readily 
available in a co-ordinated form. The 
main object of this Centre is to collect 
and correlate all the data on British con- 
ventional high-temperature materials and 
to issue them in an agreed form so far as 
considerations of commercial security 
allow. All interested organisations have 
been invited to send in experimental data. 
The scheme will later be extended to in- 
clude data on fatigue and other mechanical 
pronerties and also on test procedure 2nd 
testing machines; data on foreign matezials 
may also be included. 

While the National Engineering Labora- 
tory expands its basic research and builds 
up its information centre, the Electrical

Research Association is planning an ex- 
tended programme of tests designed to 
provide new information on those ranges 
of steels and temperatures which are of 
particular relevance to modern steam- 
raising plant and turbines—especially for 
the generation of electric power. It is 
erecting and equipping a new laboratory 
for this purpose at a cost of over £150,000, 
to which the Department will contribute 
about £50,000 as a special capital grant. 
The proposal is to establish sets of specific 
requirements and to choose ranges of 
steels likely to satisfy each set. Then in- 
dustry will select one or more steels in 
each range for testing and the Association 
will determine their creep and rupture pro- 
perties. Finally the National Physical 
Laboratory will analyse and _ evaluate 
the relevant metallurgical data, which 
will eventually be made available 
to the Creep Information Centre of 
the National Engineering Laboratory. 
Several steel-making firms are carry- 
ing Out co-operative creep tests and this 
work is organised through a committee of 
the British Iron and Steel Research Asso- 
ciation. 

The four research organisations will 
collaborate closely at all stages so as to 
ensure the most efficient use of resources 
and the compatibility of programmes. The 
Electrical Research Association’s pro- 
gramme can be readily co-ordinated with 
any later research planned to cover a 
wider range of steels. 


Fatigue Research 


Fatigue of metals in conditions of re- 

peated stress is a subject with wide and 
growing ramifications in industry. Follow- 
ing an approach from the Institution of 
Civil Engineers, the Department has set 
up a committee under the chairmanship of 
Sir Alfred Puglsey, O.B.E., F.R.S., pro- 
fessor of civil engineering at the Univer- 
sity of Bristol, to consider what re- 
search needs to be done into the fatigue 
of engineering structures made of metal, 
to survey existing research facilities and 
to make recommendations to the Depart- 
ment. The nine members include repre- 
sentatives of the National Engineering 
Laboratory, the National Physical Labora- 
tory and the British Welding Research 
Association, and their work is involving 
these organisations in very close collabora- 
tion. 
_ The Committee is examining fatigue 
failure in various classes of structure, 
notably bridges, cranes and gantries, heavy 
vehicles, ships’ structures, marine engines 
and pressure vessels, with particular 
reference to the use of low-alloy high- 
tensile steels in welded constructions. 
Although it is drawing on experience 
relating to aircraft and to reinforced con- 
crete, it is not dealing with these subjects 
in detail because of the need to keep its 
work within reasonable bounds. The Com- 
mittee expects to submit its report in 
1960. 

“Research for Industry” also contains 
brief descriptions of the work of each of the 
research associations and a fuller record 
of achievements of the 12 associations 


whose grants came up for renewal during 
1959. 


OXFORD CIRCUS STATION-OF- 
THE-FUTURE 


A large-scale model of the Oxford 
Circus tube station-of-the-future is the 
highlight of a London Transport ex*ibi- 
tion now being held at Charing C.oss 
Underground station to mark the Diamond 
Jubilee of the Central Line. 

The model shows the elaborate plans 
which London Transport have for dealing 
with this key West End station when it 
can be rebuilt. The main feature is a large 
ticket hall under the Circus itself with 
a pavement entrance at each of the four

Py AVING completed our investiga- 
tion into the unfortunate accident 
to Denis Jones with the machine saw, 
I went with Dan Rogers, the foreman 
joiner, to his hut, where we had a 
short discussion about the woodwork- 
ing machinery regulations. 

“IT see that you have a copy of the 
regulations posted up near the saw bench,” 
I said. ‘ That’s a good point—but I do 
wish that people would take a little trouble 
to read them.” 

“Trouble is, the people who do read the 
regulations often don’t bother to do any- 
thing about them,” said Dan. “I ought 
to know ’em backwards by now, but I’m 
blowed if I can remember what they say 
about shielding the operator from glare.” 

“The only thing the regulations sas 
about natural light is that it must be ade- 
quate. If you use artificial light, it must 
still be adeauate, of course, and it must 
also be positioned or shaded so as to pre 
vent glare.” 

“There’s one thing I don’t quite under- 
stand about this legal business,” said Dan. 
“I was looking at an extract from the Fac- 
tories Acts the other day—-you know, the 
bit dealing with the fencing of machinery. 
It says there that dangerous parts of any 
machinery must be guarded, so how do we 
manage about circular saws?” 

“Well, of course, you do fit guards to 
saws. But I know what you're getting at. 
In the ordinary way, dangerous parts must 
be completely guarded, and this, taken 
literally, would make it impossible to use 
the machine. Fortunately, regulations can 
be made to cover special cases, and the 
use of woodworking machinery is one of 
them. Some time ago, a High Court ruling

was made concerning this matter, and the 
practical effect of the ruling is that the 
regulations may supersede the Factories 
Acts in certain respects. So you see, de- 
spite what some people may think, the Law 
does take a common-sense view of things 
occasionally—as in this instance where it 
has provided measures to avoid an impos- 
sible situation.” 

“Does that mean we can’t be blamed 
when a man hurts himself, if we have all 
the regulation guards fitted?” 

“Not quite. It means that we've dis- 
charged our statutory duties so far as the 
actual guarding is concerned—provided 
that the guards are correctly fitted and ad- 
justed, of course—but you still have a few 
rules to observe.” 

‘I thought there was a catch in it!” 
said Dan. 

“There’s no catch about it. The pre- 
cautions which the regulations require are 


the absolute minimum—don’'t forget that 
the circular saws are particularly lethal 
articles—and, as a safety-minded organisa- 


tion, we expect an even higher standard of 
care. You've just seen what can happen 
to a skilled and careful craftsman: he fell 
foul of a hazard which isn’t even mentioned 
in the regulations. 

“One very important regulation limits 
the minimum temperature of the working 
place to 50 degrees. The regulation 
actually refers to the temperature of the 
room where the machine is used, but 
obviously an operator working out-of-doors 
cannot use the machine safely when he is 
very cold, so shelter and heating is essen- 
tial during cold weather.” 

“T've always been careful about keeping 
the floor clean and dry,” said Dan. “I 
know there’s a regulation about that be- 
cause a factory inspector once pulled me 
up for having just a few chips lying near 
the bench.” 

“That's very likely to happen. The 
regulations say that the floor around any 
woodworking machine—not just a circular

A weak or badly 
shaped push-stick is often worse than none 
at all. I have even seen an experienced 
joiner using an open folding rule for that 
purpose, and that's only one of many dan- 
gerous makeshifts!" 

‘I know that woodworking machines 
can only be used by trained persons, but 
what is the position when a beginner comes 
along?” 

* Ah—-the regulations have allowed for 
that, too. A trainee may use a machine 
provided that he’s under the supervision of 
somebody who has a thorough knowledge 
of it—and the supervision must be ade- 
quate. The trainee must also be shown all 
the dangers, as well as the precautions that 
have to be taken.” 

* Well that seems to clear that point. 
I see I'm a bit rusty on the regulations, so 
it might be a good idea if I took another 
look at the placard myself.” 


WORK IN COMPRESSED AIR 


The Work in Compressed Air (Amend- 
ment) Regulations, 1960, which were made 
on July 26 by the Minister of Labour, 
came into operation on August 14. 

These regulations extend the scope of 
the Work in Compressed Air Special Regu- 
lations, 1958, so as to make those regula- 
tions apply not only to work in compressed 
air carried out in works of engineering 
construction, but also to work in com- 
pressed air carried out in any factory and 
in any other premises or place to which 
the Factories Act. 1937, applies.

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£330,000 FOR BRITISH GUIANA 
SEA DEFENCES 


GRANT of £330,000 was made 

under Colonial Development and 
Welfare Acts last month towards the 
cost of sea defence works in British 
Guiana. 

It was one of 91 grants and loans ap- 
proved during June which 
£4,754,720 available for schemes to benefit 
Britain’s oversea territories. Among the 
grants were 19 for research, totalling 
£64,258. 

The 1960 programme of sea defence 
works in British Guiana is a continuation 
of a comprehensive plan begun in 1954 
for better sea defences to protect the 
coastal belt of agricultural lands. Grants 
totalling £420,429 were made towards the 
cost of this work between 1957 and 1959. 
More than £30,000 of the present grant 
will be spent on a new hydrographic survey 
launch which will be used for investiga- 
tions into Georgetown Harbour Bar silta- 
tion and into erosion and accretion to 
the east and west of the Demerara River 
estuary. This work will be carried out by 
oversea staff financed with assistance from 
the United Nations Special Fund. 

British Guiana received a total of 
£477,942 in six grants last month, the 
other five consisting of £83,333 for 
primary school buildings and equipment, 
£33,000 for aerial photography, £23,989 
for a malaria eradication programme, 
£7,500 for post-primary education in the 
Home Economics and Handicrafts De- 
partments, and £120 for the identification 
of trawl specimens collected by the Re- 
search Vessel “Cape St. Mary” off British

Air Curtain Entrance

This wide entrance area, which permits 
free passage in or out at any point, works 
by means of blowers concealed in the roof 
which move 600,000 cu. ft. of air past the 
entrance every minute, 

Although these blowers move the air at 
a speed of 1,150 ft. a minute, their down- 
draft is extremely gentle. At floor level, 
the air is sucked through a grille and into 
ducts that return it to the blowers. 

A special underground air-conditioning 
system for waiting aircraft pipes cool air 
from four mechanical equipment rooms in 
the terminal to covered pits at each plane 
position and this is carried by a total of 
16,000ft. of transite (cement-asbestos) 
piping 18in. in diameter. It is the first 
built-in ground aircraft air-conditioning 
system to be’ installed at any airport. 


Architects and Contractors 


The new terminal, which has cost about 
$12m., is part of the Port of New York 
Authority’s $150m. Terminal City develop- 
ment. 

It was designed by the architectural 
firm of Tippets, Abbett, McCarthy and 
Stratton, with Ives, Turano and Gardner as 
associates.

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ELECTROLYTIC METHOD OF SEWAGE 
PURIFICATION IN NORWAY 


From a Correspondent 


AN electrolytic sewage purification 
- method developed by Dr. Ernst 
Foyn is to be commercially exploited 
by Elektrokemisk A/S, Oslo. This 
company has played a pioneering role 
in the design and development of equip- 
ment for the utilisation of electric 
energy, particularly in the eiectro- 
metallurgical field. 

The Foyn method for preventing pollu- 
tion by sewage was developed chiefly to 
cope with the problems arising in the Oslo- 
fiord. Receiving sewage from a popula- 
tion of about 500,000, the fjord was in 
danger of polluting to such an extent that 
organic life would be destroyed com- 
pletely. Sludge in the sewage contained 
bacteria dangerous to health. Of equal 
importance was the effect of the over- 
fertilising of the fjord by phosphorus and 
nitrogen compounds from the sewage. In 
summer this causes an increased growth 
of algea, with resultant darkness, lack of 
photosynthesis and oxygen deficiency in 
the deeper layers of the water. 

The conventional biological sewage 
treatment can reduce the bacteria but 
not the fertilising agents. Chemical 
methods have proved unsatisfactory, being 
too expensive, although from one point 
of view the problem is simpler than it 
appears, because it is not necessary to 
remove both the phosphorus and nitrogen 
compounds. If only one can be removed, 
this is sufficient to control the algea 
growth. 

It is common knowledge that phosphates 
can be precipitated by the addition of 
magnesium and ammonium compounds in 
alkaline solution. As sewage already con- 
tains ammonium, the reagents needed are 
only magnesium and alkali. 

Dr. Ernst Foyn of the Institute of 
Marine Biology in the University of Oslo, 
who has been in charge of the chemical 
side of the investigations in the Oslofjord, 
conceived the idea of producing the re- 
agents by adding sea-water to supply the 
magnesium and then subjecting the sewage 


to electrolysis to provide the necessary 
alkalinity. During the process an equiva- 
lent amount of chlorine is liberated. The 
method was tested on a laboratory scale, 
in pilot plants, and now on a_ semi- 
commercial scale, with very good results. 


Laboratory Results 


The laboratory experiments confirmed 
that the phosphates could be removed to 
such an extent that the fertilising effect 
was eliminated. Moreover, the chlorine 
gas developed during the process could 
be used for disinfection of the effluent. 
The phosphate precipitation was accom- 
panied by a precipitation of magnesium 
hydroxide in the form of floccules with 
great power of absorbing sludge material. 
These floccules with the absorbed material 
were carried as a scum to the surface 
by hydrogen bubbles which also are pro- 
duced by the electrolysis. The scum can 
be removed mechanically. 

Subsequent pilot plant tests showed 
that it was possible to purify one cubic 
metre per hour by 200-A at 5-V, giving 
l-kWh per cubic metre of sewage water 
and a retention time of less than one 
hour, 

The much reduced retention time com- 
pared with the retention time in a bio- 
logical treatment plant means of course a 
corresponding reduction in plant volume. 
An electrolytic plant can therefore more 
easily be placed within heavily populated 
areas, in order to reduce the length of 
sewer mains. Biological plants are 
normally situated outside heavily populated 
areas, because of the great amount of 
space required. 

As to the phosphates, removal in a 
biological plant is normally given to be 
a maximum of 50 per cent., whilst the 
electrolytic method is capable of removing 
the phosphates nearly 100 per cent. 

The sludge from an electrolytic plant 
can be more economically handled, be- 
cause of the lower water content and 
the much lower volume. It can be more 
cheaply transported for dumping or it can 





WORK INCREASED ON HOME-GROWN 


TIMBER RESEARCH 


NCREASED research on _ home- 
grown timber for the Forestry 
Commission features among the work 
of the Forest Products Research 
Laboratory, D.S.I.R. In fact, it is 
pointed out in the  Laboratory’s 
annual report*, the Commission con- 
Siders that its research requirements 
are likely to increase even more during 
the next few years. 

Details of work undertaken during 1959 
are given in the report of the director 
(Dr. F. Y. Henderson, C.B.E.). They in- 
clude: 

Detailed studies on the timber of various 
quality classes of Sitka spruce trees of saw 
mill size from several sites ranging from 
Devon to the south of Scotland. Analyses 
made so far of the specific gravity (one of 
the properties indicating quality) of material 
from four regions in England and Wales 
show no significant differences among the 
regions and no evidence of any real

relationship between specific gravity and 
site quality class as rated by foresters. 

About 20 per cent. of the Sitka spruce 
trees were found to contain cracks of 
varying depth and length, their direction 
indicating the existence of spiral grain. 

During kiln drying from the green to 
8 per cent. moisture content, lin. thick 
boards twisted to the extent of 14-5 degrees 
on a 2ft. length. The tendency to twist 
varied directly as the shrinkage and as the 
angle of spirality but inversely as the dis- 
tance outwards from the pith. Thus, for 
a given angle of spirality the angle of twist 
for a unit length of board from a tree of 
small diameter would tend to be greater 
than from one of large diameter. 

A method, which is described, was de- 
vised for reducing such degrade in the 
material to be dried by inducing mechanic- 
ally a twist approximately equal and 
opposite to the inherent twist. By this, 
a mean angle of twist of 1.4 degrees was 
obtained on a 9ft. length as compared with 
one of 5.0 degrees on material dried norm- 
ally. 

In laminated construction the gluing 
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be more effectively exploited as fertiliser, 
because the phosphate content is five times 
greater than that of sludge by the bio- 
logical method. 


Commercial Plant 


A semi-commercial plant was built by 
the Oslo authorities on the outskirts of 
the city in 1958, and has been successfully 
operated since then. The plant comprises 
one cell with vertical diaphragms and one 
cell of the non-diaphragm type. Auto- 
matic devices for the control and regula- 
tion of the flow of sewage and sea-water 
make it possible to operate this test plant 
under a variety of conditions. 

The plant has so far produced purified 
water with an average phosphorus con- 
tent less than one milligramme per litre. 
The process removes nitrogen as well, 
down to a content of less than four milli- 
grammes per litre (0.28 grains per gallon). 

These figures are not to be regarded as 
the final results. Research work is still 
going on, and improvements now being 
developed seem likely to make the elec- 
trolytic method still more efficient. 


£1,000M. ROAD PLAN IN 
WEST GERMANY 


More than £1,000m. is to be spent on 
road construction in West Germany, under 
a four-year plan starting next spring. An- 
nouncing this recently, the Transport 
Minister said that at the end of July, 
Germany had 1,600 miles of twin-carriage- 
way autobahns in use. The average cost 
of autobahn construction was £4m., a mile. 
Increases in the cost of surfacing and 
bridge-building had been counterbalanced 
by more efficient and cheaper methods of 
earthmoving. 


INDIAN RAILWAYS EXPANSION 


A £26m. loan will be made to the Indian 
Government by the World Bank to finance 
the final year, ending March, 1961, of a 
programme to expand and improve the 
national railway system. Apart from the 
purchase of rolling stock and other equip- 
ment, plans provide for doubling of 1,300 
miles of main line track, replacement of 
8,000 miles of track, construction of 830 
miles of new lines to ore and coal fields, 
and electrification of 886 miles of main 
line. 


process does not change the strength pro- 
perties of individual laminae. Consequently 
laminated and sawn timber members of 
the same cross-section are equally strong 
when they are both of clear material and 
have the same moisture content. It is only 
when knots are present that laminating 
offers the possibility of higher design 
stresses. Extensive investigations have 
led to quantitative data on the influence 
and incidence of knots in home-grown 
softwoods, as a result of which it has been 
possible to determine the appropriate work- 
ing stresses in bending. 


Assessment of Machine Finish 


Four types of surface defect may occur 
in planing a softwood—tearing due to 
irregular grain; raised grain due to the 
recovery of the spring wood after com- 
pression by the cutters; “ woolliness ” due 
to incomplete cutting of the surface; and 
chip bruising. Assessment of the severity 
of such defects by casual inspection is con- 
sidered unreliable. The appearance of 
machining irregularities is most pro- 
nounced where the surface of the wood is 
viewed at right angles and is illuminated by 
a beam of light at a large angle of inci- 
dence. An apparatus has therefore been 
designed to carry out the inspection of all 
defects with side lighting. 
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BEDFORD’S CYCLE TRACKS 


Prestressed Concrete Structure Spans Railway 


\NE of the major problems facing 
a busy town like Bedford, with 
about 25,000 cyclists, is how to keep 
the cyclists away from the main roads 
at peak periods. 

This is important from the point of 
view of getting people to and from work 
as quickly as possible, reducing congestion 
and avoiding accidents. 

In Bedford, this is being solved to a 
major extent by the use of special cycle 
tracks. These have been constructed so 
as to link the residential parts of the town 
with the industrial areas and in a way that 
lessens the use of the main roads. 





The town’s first track, built over the 
River Great Ouse by Bedford Corporation 
and Kempston Urban District Council. 
enables workers to get from their homes 
in Kempston to an industrial area in the 
borough of Bedford without making a 
long and hazardous detour. The track, 
completed in 1953, cost £4,674. 


Another track, just finished at a cost of 
£9,000, continues this link by providing < 
way oyer the railway that divides an im- 
portant part of the residential district from 
a further group of factories. It is of pre- 
stressed concrete construction having re-

CLEAN AIR 


Local Authority Smoke Control Programmes 


COMMAND Paper* giving the pro- 
4 posals of local authorities in the 
“black’”’ areas, where air pollution is 
worst, for eliminating smoke from their 
districts by making orders creating 
smoke control areas has been presented 
to Parliament by Mr. Henry Brooke, 
Minister of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment and Minister for Welsh Affairs. 

In a circular issued in January, 1959 
to local authorities, the Minister asked 
each local authority in the black areas to 
decide what smoke control orders were 
needed in its area, and to submit a pro- 
gramme showing the local authority's plans 
for smoke control in each year up to 1963, 
and the year by which the authority hoped 
to finish the job. The Command Paper 
shows these programmes. 

The Paper shows that by the end of 
1958, some 120,000 premises and 17,000 
acres in the black areas were covered by 
smokeless zones or smoke control orders. 

Estimated progress in 1960 (470,000 
premises and 111,000 acres) is about 
double that estimated for 1959. The pro- 
grammes envisage that something like this 
rate will be maintained in each year up 
to 1963. This rate of progress would 
mean that some 2,250,000 premises (in- 
cluding 2,000,000 houses) and nearly

500,000 acres would by then be smoke 
controlled. This is almost half way to- 
wards the final objectives of those authori- 
ties who have submitted programmes. 


Rate Falls Short 


Information given in the Paper about 
the rate of progress by local authorities in 
1959 shows that this fell a good deal short 
of what had been planned. 

The target dates for the completion of 
local authority programmes range from 
1962 onwards. The County of London, it 
is estimated, will be largely smoke con- 
trolled by 1975. 


324 “ Black” Areas 


A provisional list made by the Ministry 
shows that 324 local authority areas in 
England and Wales might be regarded as 
black areas in whole or in part. A table 
in the Paper shows the smoke control pro- 
gramme (if any) submitted by the authority 
for each of these areas and the target 
year for its completion. 

By March 31, 1960, 115 of these authori- 
ties had for various reasons not submitted 
programmes. The commonest reasons 
were that the authorities did not consider 
their districts to be black areas, or that 
they were concerned about the effect of 
smoke control orders on persons entitled 
to receive coal at concessionary prices 
from the National Coal Board. Most of 
the rest said that they had not yet been 
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supported prestressed concrete beams. The 
approach paths have a hardcore founda- 
tion with tarmacadam and cold asphalt 
surfacing. 

Without this track, workers would have 
to join the busy Elstow Road (Trunk Road 
A.6), cross a railway bridge and get into 
the traffic stream on the London/ Bedford 
Road (A.600).

part of the town centre, join the main 
traffic stream, cross the busy town bridge 


and make a right turn into Cauldwelij 
Street. 

Mr. F. Dawkes, Bedford borough engi- 
neer, said it is hoped to provide more 


tracks as part of the scheme to keep the 
cyclists off the main roads, 

“In time,” he said, “it should be possible 
to cycle from any part of the borough to 
work or play with little need to use a 
busy road or negotiate a major road junc- 
tion. Right-hand turns, a_ hazard for 
cyclists, would be avoided.” 

Although the tracks are used, in the 
main, by people getting to and from work, 
they are also of value to school children 
and families out for an evening ride. 

One big problem is the name—for 
though these thoroughfares are called cycle 
tracks the council has forbidden cyclists to 
ride over the bridges. Strips of wood 
have been laid across the width of the 
bridges to give cyclists who do not dis- 
mount a bumpy ride—but these (and the 
“cvclists dismount” notices) are not always 
effective. The power-assisted cycle has 
ilso brought its problems.

Collection and Delivery 


Collection of worn. and 
battered casings is arranged 
through the company’s net- 


work of distributors, and for 
the smaller sizes is carried out 
through the countrywide 
coverage of the “Blue Peter” 
fleet of standard vehicles. This 
fleet is augmented by a special 
unit which handles the larger 


sizes on or off site in col- 
laboration with distributors, 
and which, apart from a 
regular weekly run to the

ng the old rubber from a worn earthmoving tyre 


treading lies in the preparation of the 
rubber compound with which the casing 
will be ultimately rebuilt. This prepara- 
tion takes place in the mixing shop, where 
bales of natural rubber are guillotined into 
workable sizes and softened before mixing 
with carbon black and other chemicals. 


From the mixing 
shop the compound 
is carried by con- 
veyor belt to the 
open mills, where the 
mixing process is 
continued with the 
addition of sulphur 
powder. The com- 
pound is then ex- 
truded into strips of 
required thicknesses 
and profiles in ac- 
cordance with the 
tyres for which it is 
designed. All com- 
pounds are prepared 
under rigid control, 
and from every batch 
a sample is taken for 
testing in the com- 
pany’s laboratory, 
claimed to be among 
the foremost of its 
kind in the retread- 
ing industry. 

Within the labora- 
tory the samples are 
given a hardness test, 
which provides a spot 
check for every batch 
of material prepared. 
Periodically, samples 
are thoroughly tested 
for other physical 


mould properties; specific 
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gravity, resilience, abrasion, ageing, flexing- 
tensile, compression set, plasticity and 
scorch, 


Damage Repair 


Part of the retreading operation con- 
sists of repairing damage which may be 
present in the tyre, prior to its prepara- 
tion for retreading. Car, commercial 
vehicle and agricultural sizes are dealt with 
in the repair shop, but all earthmoving 
sizes are repaired separately within the 
Earthmoving Division. 

Generally, the more slow-moving the 
tyre, the bigger the repair that can be 
made. There are limits to the amount of 
damage which can be made good, however, 
and the company, who guarantee their 
repairs, do not undertake any which, in 
their opinion, will not be reliable in ser- 
vice. 

Damaged earthmoving tyres which are 
otherwise in good condition may be sub- 
mitted for repair only, as distinct from 
retreading. Those accepted for this treat- 
ment are carefully inspected at every stage 
of the process, photographic records 
being kept of each job. 

All repairs are carried out by the sec- 
tional mould/direct pressure method, en- 
suring complete vulcanisation of the rein- 
forcing material to the casing. 

Before the tyre can be prepared for the 
mould, the old tread rubber is stripped off 
by means of abrasive buffing machines. The 
buffing action leaves a surface suitable for 
bonding to the new material when mould- 
ing takes place. 

Following this, the tyre is built up with 
new material which, as already mentioned, 
has been formed to the reauired shape 
and thickness in the mill room. The com- 
pound is attached to the casing by means 
of tacky solution, a careful butt joint 
being made where the strip joins. 
Another strip of material, with special 
flexing aualities, is attached in the same 
way to the sidewall between the shoulder 
of the tyre and bead, and measurements 
are taken to ensure that the correct mould 
is used for the particular tyre. Both clean- 
liness and the complete exclusion of air 
from beneath the new material are essen- 
tial factors in this operation, if the mould- 
ing is to be successful. 


Moulding Process 


All tyres are retreaded at Basingstoke 
on the bead-to-bead principle, involving 
renewal of tread and sidewall rubber. Up 
to and including 18.00 sizes are moulded 
in the moulding shop, the retreading 
presses being designed to accommodate a 
widely varying number of moulds to take 
the different dimensions and tread design 
of tyres. 

In the moulds, the unvulcanised com- 
pound is heated to a molten state, when 
it flows to take up the pattern of the 
mould, at the same time achieving com- 
plete vulcanisation to the old surface of 
the tyre. The curing time is dependent 
on the size of the tyre and the thickness 
of the rubber to be vulcanised. 


Earthmoving tyres of larger sizes than 
18.00, up to 27.00, are moulded in the 
Earthmoving Division and between 750 
and 1,000lb. of rubber compound is used 
on one of these tyres of up to 36 ply. 
Complete records of charted temperatures 
and pressures during the moulding are re- 
tained for each tyre, and can be referred 
to should the necessity arise. 

After retreading is complete, a final in- 
spection takes place, and the tyre is 
painted before being returned to the 
customer. The normal maximum period 
for collecting, retreading/repairing, and 
delivering the larger earthmover tyres is 
14 days. All sizes under 18.00 are usually 
processed and returned in seven days. 

Retreaded tyres, it is claimed, are com- 
parable in life span to a new tyre operat- 
ing under similar conditions. A_ typical 
example of comparative costs is found in 
the earthmoving 27.00 x 33 36 ply tubeless 
tyre, the retread process price of which is 
£408 19s. 6d., as against the £1,125 10s. 
cost of a similar new tyre.

IN STEEL 


Qik ELLIS HUNTER, chairman and 
h managing director of Dorman Long 
and Co., Ltd., reviewing the first 25 
vears of the British Iron and Steel 
Federation in a recent issue of Steel 
Review, says there has been a remarkable 


transformation of the industry. It has 
gone from depression and Stagnation to 
prosperity and expansion, 

The 10 years before the Federation's 
establishment in 1934 were the most diffi 
cult the steel industry has ever ex 
perienced. Almost more than any other 
industry it suffered from the slowness of 
the country to recognise that the free 
trade policy, which had worked success- 
fully in the 19th century, when Britain was 
the only fully industrialised country in 
the world, had become quite unsuited to 
the situation in which Britain was by then 
placed, 


Accent on Competition 


The wheel has turned the full circle, he 
savs, and with the passage of the Restric 
tive Practices Act and the formation of 
the European Free Trade Association the 
primary accent is again on competition. 
The circumstances are, however, funda- 
mentally altered. In the 1920s, Britain 
alone adhered to free trade at a time when 
her competitors barricaded themselves 
behind high tariffs. Today the industry 
has some safeguards against dumping and 
competition is on more equal terms. 

Even more important, the complete re 
equipment f the industry and the 
doubling of its capacity made possible by 
the changes inaugurated in 1923-34 has 
revolutionised the industry’s competitive 
position, Sir Ellis says.

“Register of Standards Associates.” Mr. 
H. A. R. Binney, director of B.S.I., was 
in the chair. 

The objects of the scheme were agreed 
to be: 

“To provide a forum for those connected 
with standards matters, to increase know- 
ledge and develop techniques in order to 
further the aims and practice of standardisa- 
tion, generally through discussion and dis- 
semination of information.” 

Those on the register will become 
associates of the B.S.I. They will receive 
copies of B.S.I. News each month, a list 
of the names on the register from time to 
time, and, it is hoped, a special bulletin. 

The programme of activities—local and 
regional meetings—will be organised by a 
programme committee made up of regional 
representatives; a management committee 
will be responsible for the scheme as a 
whole. The meeting agreed that the exist- 
ing Institute of Production Engineers 
B.S.I. committee on the use of standards 
in industry, enlarged by six members (to 
be nominated by the programme com 
mittee) would form the management 
committee. 

The programme committee was elected 
at the meeting; it consists of 14 members: 
six for the London and South East region, 
two for the Midlands, two for the North 
West, two for Scotland, one for the South 
West and Wales and one for the North 
and North East. 

The initial annual subscription to join 
the register is one guinea. Those 
interested are invited to register now and 
to send in their guinea _ subscription.

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ELECTRICITY FOR FACTORY 
HEATING 


N ETHODS of using electricity for heat- 
x ing factories, workshops, stores and 
similar premises will be featured on the 
stand of the Electrical Development Asso- 
ciation (Stand 96C) at the Factory Equip- 
ment Exhibition at Manchester, September 
21-October 1. 

Three main methods will be represented, 
floor warming, block storage heating, and 
infra-red heating. The floor warming 
system employs electrically heated wires 
embedded in the concrete floors, which 
stores the heat, until it is given out later 
when the current has been switched off. 
Full-scale models will be displayed which 
show how the system is applied, while 
enlarged photographs will give details of a 
number of working installations. 

Block storage heaters consist of an 
assembly of blocks of concrete incorporat- 
ing electric heating wires, the whole being 
enclosed in a sheet metal case. The blocks 
are heated up during the night hours, the 
heat being given out steadily during the 
day following. Typical examples will be 
displayed of block storage heaters by 
various manufacturers. 

Infra-red heaters can be installed either 
on the walls or ceilings of factories and 
workshops at a suitable height, and repre- 
sent a saving in running cost because they 
may be used singly, in groups, or all at 
once, depending upon whether a small or 
large area is to be heated. Infra-red 
heaters, several examples of which will be 
exhibited, provide instantaneous localised 
warmth, as distinct from the continuous 
space warming provided by either floor 
warming or block storage heating.
